MR. DULLES: 

a. Noted his intention of meeting with Arr'bassador Bohlen 
sometime after the first of the year to discuss the organization of 
State and CIA activities directed toward the USSR. The Director 
noted he had received a memorandum of the Agency's current 
setup in this regard and he would decide later who from CIA should 
be present for this meeting. 

b. Briefly reported on his trip to SAC and Vandenberg, and 
commented General Powers at SAC in his briefing had obviously 
attempted to set forth his belief that the missile gap is somewhat 
wider than the intelligence estimates now show. The Director 
also remarked that this belief on the. part of SAC "somewhat shook" 


With regard to SAC, the Director stated it might be useful 
for CIA to have a permanent liaison officer assigned to that command 
for the prime purpose of keeping the Agency advised as to SAC 
thinking. He said he had informally discussed this with General 
Walsh; however, before any final action is taken, the matter should 
be raised again with him, and made clear that it is not our intention 
to cut out Air Force Intelligence in our dealings with SAC. Action:
